Louisville, Ky.. April IS. — All the candidates for 
the Kentucky Derby, which are in training at the 
two local tracks, are going along generously for 
their trainers and there appears to Is- no reason 
now. for them not being fit to go tiie Derby route 
by the date of the running of the event. While 
two or three of the number haev shown at various 
times in the last few weeks a bit of soreness, 
they rapidly come out of such a slight ailment, 
which indicates that, the trouble is not in their 
feet or legs, but a mild attack of shoulder stiff- 
ness due to the changeable weather and, at times, 
hardness of the local training courses. A good, 
strong rain would do much now to improve train- 
ing conditions here and put a cushion on both 
courses, though at present this is more needed at 
Douglas Park than at Churchill I towns. Doth 
courses in ordinary circumstances could not be 
excelled for training, but what slightly afreets 
them at times is so many horses training over them 
and all in a few' hours of the day. 

The latest work of Derby candidates has been 
at the Downs and embrace a mile by Slipshod in 
1:45%, the same by St. Isidore in 1:45%, three- 
eighths by Lena Misha in 37%, a mile and a quarter 
by Huffaker in 2:18%, ami a mile by I’ockiclioo 
in 1:44%. The latter ran an eighth in 12%, a 
quarter in 24%. three-eighths in 36%, half mile 
in 49%, five-eighths in 1:01%, three-quarters in 
1:16, and seven -eighths in 1:30%. Slipshod in his 
mile, went the first half in 50%, and the three- 
quarters in 1:17%, while St. Isidore went the first 
three-quarters of his mile in 1:18%. lluffaker 
was rated his full mile and a quarter in 2:19, 
working like his trainer, W. F. Cisco, has re- 
cently been sending him, that is emleuvoring to 
make him improve each quarter as he lengthened 
out the distance. This son of Dick Welles is one 
of the most improved tliree-.vear-olds in training 
apparently and, while he may not be really of 
Derby caliber, he will undoubtedly be a good bread 
wiuuer this year for this Indiana turfman.

Judge Rees, is in the city for a 
brief visit and will be off and on in Kentucky 
this year till all the Derbys and other stakes are 
run. He has arranged his business this year so 
us to be able to enjoy quite a season of turf si»ort 
on the Kentucky tracks this spring and the coming 
summer. 

King Lapaille, tiie Louisville light-weight rider, 
lias arrived here and begun accepting exercise 
mounts at tiie Downs under the supervision of his 
employer, trainer" R. J. Powers. 

Janies Everman, at Douglas Park, lias a promis- 
ing apprentice rider in the light-weight boy Ray- 
mond Heck. This youngster has never ridden in 
hut two races, these mounts Everman letting him 
accept at Havana winter liefore last. He was so 
light in weight then that his employer would not 
risk letting him graduate as a winning jockey 
until this year, so that lie would tie strong enough 
to manage any horse during the service of his 
apprenticeship. The lioy looks now like a comer 
and Everman. as well as several other trainers, 
who are aware of his ability, predict that he will 
boon make good in the saddle. 

Trainer William Hurley has taken his stable 
of three horses to Lexington to race. His string 
consists of the unlienten two-year-obl filly Ited- 
tiine Stories, Bird Love (a maiden two-year-old), 
and the three -year-old Busy Joe. Bedtime Stories 
is eligible to tiie liinata Stakes at Is-xington. 
but is not engaged in the Breeders’ Futurity. She 
is well entered, however, in the stakes for two- 
year-olds on the two local and Latonia tracks. 
This daughter of Marta Santa has done well here 
at the Downs since she arrived from the southern 
tracks and can la* expected to give a good account 
of herself in her Lexington engagement. 

With the eight arrivals that have joined the 
stable of Mackenzie * Adkins now at tin* Downs, 
these being tiie two-year-olils that came from t’.ili- 
fortiia last week, trainer Jack Adkins now has in 
Ills Charge around a dozen horses, whieli, in 
numbers, is tin* biggest string that t’auadiau horse- 
man lias iiad under his care for quite a numlier of 
years. This string will race out the season this 
spring and next summer on the Kentucky tracks.

HORSES CROWDING INTO LEXINGTON. 



Livingston Horses Much Admired — Big Smoke Re- 
ported to Have Gone Wrong at Louisville. 



Lexington, Ky., April 18. — A carload of horses 
from Hot Springs arrived at the local track today. 
William M. Cain brought Hard Ball and Wild Bear. 
John Reed brought Bonanza, Bean Spillcr, Lacliix, 
Tobacco Box and Taper Tip, C. W. Gassqr’s six 
were also in the ear. 

The Jefferson Livingston stable was exercised 
this morning and drew favorable expressions from 
tiie visitors and work watchers. It was the first 
time trainer Herman Brandt has asked anything 
of them since their arrival from Louisville. Tiie 
entire eleven galloped three-quarters in from 1:16 
to 1:18. Julia, Royal II. and Colonel Vennie, the 
stable hopes for the Kentucky Derby, were par- 
ticularly well liked. Tiie horses all appeared to 
be in fit condition. 

The best move of the morning was by Star Jas- 
mine, from T. C. McDowell’s stable, a mile in 
1:41%. T. I*. Hayes’ Kentucky Derby winner. 
Doneruil. appears to be back to his three-year-old 
form. Sen. J. X. Camden’s One Step worked a 

mile in 1:42. -Senator Camden, who returned 
home from Hot Springs Saturday, had intended to 
be present today, but was detained at his farm. 
He will be at the track Friday morning, when the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission is to meet 
here. Secretary Sam X'uckols was here today re- 
ceiving applications for licenses from trainers and 
jockeys. 

Embroidery, owned by A. B. Hancock, also an 
eligible to the Camden Handicap, and likewise 
trained by J. C. Milam, worked three-quarters in 
1:16%. her owner having come over from Paris to 
witness the trial. 

John S. Wallace arrived today from Hot Springs 
and will be the entry clerk, as usual. 

Charles Bogan, agent for Charles W. Clark, of 
San Francisco, was at the track. 

Jockeys -Joe Kederis and Roy Urquhart, riders 
for Jefferson Livingston, came in from Louisville.

George W. Langdon and Ed. Garrison were among 
the arrivals at Havre de Grace. Tim former came 
from New York and .Garrison from Hot Springs. 

Pebbles, wliicli won $14,325 for James Butler as 
a two-year-old, is taking his work in fine style at 
the Empire City traok, and is expected by his 
owner to be one of tiiis year’s great four-year-olds. 

II. C. Hollenbeck will divide liis stable, the east- 
ern division, of which will continue to lie trained 
by E. W. Heffner, while the western division will 
he handled by Charles II. Hughes. It is said sev- 
eral purchases of two -year -olds may be made 
shortly by Mr. Hollenbeck. 

At James Butler’s East ‘View Farm, Tarrytown. 
N. Y„ the four-year-old bay mure Ambrosial foaled 
a bay colt, solid colored, with black points, sired 
by Out of Reach. Ambrosial was a two-yoar-old 
winner and sired by Voter, out of Ambrosine (also 
dam of Election and Ambrose) by Kingston. 

It is commonly rejsirted that the controlling in- 
terest in Havre de Grace is now in the hands of 
James Butler, the major owner at Laurel. It is 
said that Phil Dwyer bought out John Cavanagh’s 
interest in Havre de Grace for $29,000. It is also 
common talk that there lias been a difference in the 
Laurel Association, and that Price McKinney has 
parted with his stock to Janies Butler. — Baltimore 
News. 

Among the Maryland juveniles that have not 
started, the most talked of ones are Ultima turn, a 
chestnut son of Ultimus and Speedmast, that W. P. 
Burch is training for Samuel Ross, and Sea Gull, 
a brown son of the Sea King anil Toots, that 
Dr. B. E. Lnrriek Is training for J. S. Tyree, also 
of Washington. Both colts are being pointed for 
the Pimlico Nursery and tiie Clabaugli Memorial, 
also to be run at Pimlico. 

The Havre de Grace people can have no complaint 
about their opening day.

New York, April IS. — Horseman who have seen 
the Duryea horses which recently arrived from 
France are unanimous in their opinion they will 
develop into ail exceptionally good band when they 
recover from their voyage. The three -year-old 
Crimper is especially taking to the eye, as are 
many of the younger horses. 

The field stand at Belmont Park will now become 
a part of the grand stand since the dollar field has 
been abandoned. The infield will be utilized as a 
free field on Saturdays and holidays as usual. 

Charley Quinn, the authorized agent of the John- 
son -Billings Stable horses, s)ieaks highly of all the 
imported two-year-olds he has seen. 

“Mr. Coe’s are a fine collection and those in 
Mr. Ki T. Wilson’s stable arc also good lookers,” 
said Mr. Quinn. Those la-longing to Mr. Johnson 
and Mr. Billings will be* shipiied to Belmont Park 
from Virginia. It is probable the older horse. Top 
o’ tli’ Morning, will he sent to Havre de Grace 
shortly. He may break down in liis first race or 
lie may stand lip for two or three races. His 
Iwiwed tendons are pronounced, hut Mr. Johnson de- 
cided to try him out again before retiring him to 
the Curl’s Neck Farm. 

The Jamaica track is in such excellent condition 
that trainers call it the “velvet” track. Horses 
working there are doing exceedingly well. The 
efforts of * the management to get steel in time to 
put a new roof on the grandstand have failed, but 
liojies are entertained there timt the contracts 
will be filled in time for the second meeting.

A speedy band of sprinters faced the starter in 
the third race, an overnight handicap at a sprint- 
ing distance. Edward Trotter supplied the winner 
in the speedy A. N. Akin, with Fair Helen second 
and Sir Edgar third. The winner was completely 
overlooked by the talent and rewarded his few 
supporters in a handsome manner. 

Crosscountry enthusiastics got their first taste 
of Kteepiechasing when a go*«l band ran over the 
two mile course. Of seven starters only four fin- 
ished the course successfully. Three of the start- 
ers came to grief at different jumps and all the 
riders with tiie exception of II. Boyle escaped in- 
jury. Tiie latter received a severe cut ulxmt the 
mouth which however did not prove serious. Iland- 
running was first at a liberal price. 

A stiff wind swept over the course making it 
unpleasant for the spectators which gathered ill tiie 
stands and also accounted for the slow time. A 
good sized crowd was on hand to witness tiie sport 
and was well rewarded, as the racing was of the 
most stirring sort, close finishes prevailing. 

Joekey Schamerhorn was suspended for four days 
by the stewards for crossing in front of the others 
while astride Rosemary in the sixth race. 

Two runups marked the running of the days 
card. Gallop, from the Marrone stables was ad- 
vanced $205 over his entered price of $600 and 
was bought in. Ida Claire was bid up to $900, an 
advance of $400. and was protected by the usual 
$5 advance. 

Matt J. Winn, manager of the Maryland State 
Fair, was at Havre de Grace this afternoon. He 
came to look over the course at Laurel and com- 
plete arrangements for many improvements before 
tiie opening of the meeting there next October. 
Frank Keegan, tiie new track superintendent, is 
also on band. It is the intention to resoil tiie 
truck throughout, to build a model steeplechase 
course, and then* will be 400 stalls added to 
the accommodations for the horses. Another im- 
portant change will be the building of additional 
track facilities by the Baltimore and Ohio railroad. 
In the fall there will lie a motor van service from 
Bowie to Laurel, for the benefit of horsemen who 
desire to stable at one or the other of the tracks. 
It will be established for the transportation of tiie 
horses along the same lines as that so successfully 
conducted oil Long Island. 

James Arthur has moved the Bowie string of 
liis stable from that track to Pimlico. In the 
hand lie took over are Water Lady, Tactics. Buzz 
Anmnd and Progressive. A. B. Davidson has his 
small string at Pimlico. 

Ernest Utterback lias sold Uockspur to W. W. 
Lan limit for a reported price of $2,500. Mr. Lumt- 
kan intends hunting tiie big horse and later he will 
use him for stud purposes. Mr. Lunuhuu is master 
of the Elkridge hounds. 

Henry McDaniel, trainer of the Thorncliffe Stable, 
has written Frank Grant to obtain a jock**y to take 
the place of E. Ambrose, who is under susjiension 
for unsatisfactory riding at Bowie. Most of the 
good joi keys are already under engagement. 

Senator Richard Johnson of Laurel, is tiie proud 
possessor of a lusty chestnut colt by Prince Ahmed 
out of his mare Madeline, half-sister to Dr. Leggo. 
II. G. Bedwell now lias five foals at his Laurel 
farm. There are three colts and two fillies, one 
of -the best being a bay colt ty Cunard — Jaequelina. 
This mare lias been mated with Prince Ahmed. 

Secretary lloss of the Connaught Park Jockey 
Club was an arrival at Havre de Grace today. He 
reiHirted that all was in readiness for the ’racing 
over the Canadian tracks. The mutuel machines 
havt been moved lack twenty feet and ara all in 
place, while various other improvements have been 
made.

AQUEDUCT STAKES TO CLOSE. 

On Thursday the valuable stakes recently opened 
for entries by tiie Queens County Jockey Club will 
close. Horsemen who Imre any idea of racing in 
the east during the latter part of June and the 
early part of July cannot afford to overlook these 
stakes. The list is headed by the popular Brooklyn 
Handicap, value $5,000. one mile and an eighth., for 
three-year-olds and over. Other important events 
in the list are the $2,500 Carter Handicap, the 
Breoklyn Derby, the Great American Stakes of 
$5,000, for two-year-olds; Tremont Stakes, also of 
$5,000, for two-year-olds; tiie Hudson and the 
Clover, each of $2,500, for two-year-olds; and oth- 
ers of lesser value but all well worth winning.

DIVISION OF TWO-YEAR-OLD RACES. 

In England a question having arisen in connect- 
ion with races for two-year-old races, when the 
entries were so numerous us to require a split into 
two races, the ruling was ns follows: 

The stewards of the Jockey Club give notice that 
if it is intended to divide a two-year-old race 
other than a nursery into two races, should it re- 
ceive more than a stipulated number of entries, 
this must be stated with the conditions of the race 
before it closes, and the division must be made in 
accordance with the following regulations. ‘‘The 
entries shall be divided to form two races of equal 
number (or as nearly equal as possible), the names 
of the horses to be drawn by lot at the Registry 
Offices to determine in which race the horse may 
run. The amount of added money or sweepstakes 
will remain the sunie for each ruce as originally 
advertised; the two races so formed will lx- pub- 
lished in the “Calendar,” and shall lx? run on the 
same day. In the case of races closing overnight 
the lots shall he dmwn at the clerk of the course’s 
office immediately after the time fixed for clos- 
ing.” 



PRACTICAL EFFECT OF THE NEW RULE. 

(By Ed. Cole.) 

New York. April IS. — There is a diversity of 
opinion whether the surplus of the runup money 
being divided among all owners starting horses in 
a race where the winner is bid up, as prescribed 
by the Jockey Club, is destined to be a success or 
not. It liad a twelve-day trial at Bowie and in 
that time twenty-six horses were run up. out of 
which nine changed hands and the remainder were 
retained by their former owners. The surplus run- 
up money totaled $8,485, which was divided lx»- 
t.ween ninety-six owners who started horses in the 
races in which bidding occurred, while practically 
twenty -six purses or part of the purses were taken 
away from owners of winning horses. Whether any 
of the bidding was done by owners having horses 
in the races for the express pur|x>se of getting a 
Lit of the purse cannot lx* asserted, though such 
transactions were possible. It is believed, however, 
that tlie majority of the bidding was caused 
through spite work or ill feeling- that existed long 
Ix*fore the rule was adopted. Fifty -five different 
owners won races, therefore forty -one horsemen re- 
ceived some comix-nsation from the selling race run- 
up fund for starting horses, though they did not 
win a race. Some of the owners who had the best 
horses and won races had practically all their win- 
nings distributed among other horsemen, many of 
whom own horses of little value. This was notice- 
able in the case of A. C. Parretto, who sustained 
attacks on three of his purses. I. C. Johnson also 
had to stand for two raises, as did Emil Herz and 
J. Lumsden, while nineteen other horses were simi- 
larly treated. From casual observation it hardly 
seems probable there should bo twenty or more 
horsemen at loggerheads with each other so early 
in the season, but judging from results there was 
strife or malice intent somewhere. It is rare to 
have twenty -one different men subjected to a run- 
up during a twelve-day meeting, hence the belief 
that the rule is not working out just right. But it 
may correct itself as the season wears on. It may 
lx* that a band of horsemen with grouches happened 
to meet at Bowie, which may not happen else- 
where. Quite a few who participated In the di- 
vision of surplus money did not have horses that 
finished first, second or third. There were others 
who profited extensively by the new rule, notably 
William Walker, who received more than $477 as 
liis share of the surplus. R. D. Carter did not win 
a race, but took down a trifle more than $251 for 
starting one or two horses during the twelve days, 
l’aul Powers collected more than $242 and G. H. 
Morton’s account will be credited with something 
like $250 for the part his horses took in the races, 
though his horses did not win a race. J. M. Stowe 
collected $203 for sending one or two horses to the 
ixist. There are twenty others who will collect 
sums raging from $100 to $200. It is these figures 
that have eansed the eomment oil the rule. “It 
is putting a premium on bad horses,” said one of 
the erities. “It also is an incentive for owners 
to enter horses in races which would not other- 
wise he entered were it not for the possibilities 
of picking up a little money through the runup 
channel. This will surely be found where no en- 
trance fee is charged in races and where an owner, 
with an apprentice rider, can make a play for 
something against nothing, being under no expense 
for entrance or riding fees. It has proved a hard- 
ship on some owners, Emil Herz for instunee, who 
was boosted twice after winning two races, and 
his share of the runup fund was less than $80. 
A. C. Parretto also had ill-luck as an nftennath 
of his claiming of Candle from William Garth last 
year.” 

It would seem, therefore, that the surplus money 
is going in the wrong direction, as it gives financial 
aid to men with the commonest kind of horses at 
the expense of those who are willing to buy and 
feed lioises that can win races. It also is probable 
that the rule will be ail incentive for the entering 
of deadwood in races to the detriment of consist- 
ency in racing, as a no* account horse 1ms frequently 
spoiled the chances of a good horse in a race and 
ruined what otherwise would have been a good con- 
test. The rule may turn out all right, but the 
records at Bowie have caused quite the opposite 
view at present.

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GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAT. 

Tlie German official statement of yesterday said: 
Our artillery extensively Iximbarded British posit- 
ions in the region of St. Eloi. We easily repulsed 
a weak hand-grenade attack directed during the 
night against one of the mine craters we had oc- 
cupied. On both sides of La Bassee canal and 
northwest of Loos spirited hand-grenade fighting 
developed. In the region of Neuville and near 
Beuraignes we exploded several mines with good 
results. On the battlefields, on both sides of the 
Meuse (Verdun region), there were very violent ar- 
tillery duels. On the right bank of the river our 
t roops from lower Saxony wrested from the French 
by storm positions on Steinbruch (stone quarry), 
700 yards south of Haudremont farm and on the 
ridge of hills to the northwest of Phiomont farm. 
Forty-two officers, including three staff officers 
and 1,656 men, were captured uuwounded, in ad- 
dition to fifty wounded men. Their names will be 
published in the Gazette des Ardennes, in the same 
manner as the names of all Frenchmen who have 
been made prisoner in this war. The names of 
711 officers and 38,155 men whom we have taken 
prisoner since February 21 in the battles in the 
Meuse district also will be published. The reason 
is the semi-official French attempt to cast doubt 
on our reports. Attacks of the enemy in and near 
Paillette forest were frustrated by our fire when 
they were being prepared or when the first efforts 
were made. French artillery was extremely, active 
against our positions on the Woevre plain and 
against those positions on the hills southeast of 
Verdun and as far as the neighborhood of St. 
Mihiel. Eastern front: Russian attacks early 

this morning at the Dvinsk bridgehead on the nar- 
row front south of Garbunovka broke down in 
front of our positions witli heavy losses for the 
enemy. 

Says a dispatch of yesterday from London: 
News that the ice is now beginning to break up 
in the northern part of the Baltic, and that that 
part of the sea will be entirely free of ice in a 
fortnight, has been received here with great in- 
terest, for it is generally believed that the spring 
camimign in the Baltic is likely to bring forth 
many features of interest. Germany recently has 
been engaged in a variety of preparations designed 
to isolate the Baltic from the North sea, includ- 
ing a complicated mine field and a huge sub- 
merged steel net to prevent the ingress into the 
Baltic of British submarines. The new German 
mines around the entrance of the Baltic are de- 
scribed by Scandinavian newspapers as engines of 
destruction far su]>erior to any previously en- 
countered in this district. During the later part 
of last year the Russo- British naval activity in 
the Baltic began to attract attention. More than 
a score of steamers on their way to German ports 
with ore and other supplies were destroyed, while 
earlier in the year a German attack on the Gulf 
of Riga, designed to support Germany’s military 
operations ashore was prevented from accomplish- 
ing the expected results. Since November im- 
portant additions have been' made to the Russian 
fleet in this nieater and naval critics here be- 
lieve it is now far from a" negligible factor threat- 
ening the German left wing in the eastern theater 
and barring a short cut to 1‘etrograd. A Russian 
naval authority in, a recent statement called the 
Baltic under the present circumstances "Ger- 
many’s most important and most vulnerable theater 
of sea warfare. When the spring offensive on 
land on the eastern front begins,” tiiis authority 
added, “it will certainly be accompanied by a 
fresh struggle for mastery in the Baltic.” 

Secretary Baker laid before the cabinet yesterday 
long reports from General I’ersliing reviewing the 
whole situation on the border and in Mexico. From 
the state department, the president and the cabinet 
received an' outline of the diplomatic steps taken 
or contemplated since the Carranza government 
urged the withdrawal of American troops. A deci- 
sion as to what course now to pursue is to be 
rea died between the military and diplomatic aspects 
of the situation. General Funston’s dispatches came 
last night and are the fullest discussion of his 
problems he yet has submitted. They contain no 
mention of the reported death of Villa. That was 
the only hint of their contents Secretary Baker 
would reveal. The substance of the messages the 
secretary said, was beyond the realm of public dis- 
cussion at this time. It is understood that the 
reiiorts show General Pershing’s men to be south 
now of the farthest southern point at which Villa’s 
trail has been even indefinitely located. The pur- 
suit apparently is winging westward into the more 
mountainous regions. Renewed sniping around Par- 
ral was not reported to the department, although 
news dispatches from General Pershing’s camp dis- 
closed that American troops had again lieen fired 
upon by Carranza troops. War department officials 
would not discuss the probable result of the con- 
tinued hostility. It was intimated, however, that 
even without this new incident, General Pershing 
might have thought it necessary to call the depart- 
ment’s attention to the situation very fully and to 
await further instruction. It was thought probable 
that he would avoid any possibility of further 
clashes until he was advised as to the wishes of 
President Wilson. 

From General Pershing’s camp under date of 
April 17 a dispatch via Columbus, N. M. said: The 
Am-'ricnn pursuit of Villa is at a standstill because 
of the unprovoked attack upon American cavalry- 
men by the insubordinate soldiers of the Carranza 
garrison at Parral. At General Pershing’s head- 
quarters there seemed no prospect of the resump- 
tion of the chase, while there were numerous in- 
dications that a continuation of the pursuit would 
meet with armed resistance. A small party of 
American officers was fired upon near here last 
night, none of the Americans being injured. This 
coming on the heels of other reports of sniping is 
responsible for the belief that the expeditionary 
command is confronted with a serious problem. A 
report received here from Carranza sources that a 
Villa colonel, captured near Cushuiriacliic_ had 
promised to lead a party to a grave in which Villa 
was said to have been buried last Friday is gen- 
erally discredited by military authorities here. 
Reports reaching here from Carranza sources said 
that a constitutionalist force engaged a Villa com- 
mand under General Larangas within a few miles 
of this camp two nights ago, two Carranza soldiers 
and one Villa bandit being killed. It was a de- 
tachment of General Larangas’ force that attacked 
General Pershing’s escort train near here Tuesday 
night. 

Encouraged by the action of several steamship 
companies in granting the demands of seamen for 
advances in wages, officers of the International 
Seamen’s Union asserted at New York yesterday 
that a widespread attempt to put the new wage 
scale into effect on every craft carrying American 
sailors would be made on May 1. This, they said, 
would apply not only to vessels in the Atlantic coast 
service, but to transatlantic steamships and those 
on the great lakes. In the demands for increased 
pay are included not only ordinary seamen, but 
marine engineers, fin-men. oilers, coal passers, 
stewards, cooks and waiters. The increases ob- 
tained here have ranged almost $2.50 to $10 a 
month. Ordinary seamen obtained the greatest in- 
crease, their wages advancing to $45 a month. 
The waiters asked" $30 a month, firemen $45. oilers 
$50 and boatswains $55. Henry Griffiue. vice-presi- 
dent of the International Seamen’s Union, said he 
ljelievcd the movement for a wage increase would 
become international because of the great activity 
in shipping. The International Transport Workers’ 
Federation, with which the American seamen are 
affiliated, includes 500,000 shipping workers. 

The French rejiort of yesterday says: On the 

left bank of the River Meuse there has been a bom- 
bardment of our first-line positions between I>» 
Mort Homme and Uumieres. On the right bank of 
the river the night passed in relative quiet. It has 
been confirmed that the German attack delivered 
yesterday between the Meuse and the Douaumont 
region took on a character of extreme violence. 
Further information is that this offensive action 
was conducted by troops belonging to five different 
divisions. In the east salient of the Chauffour 
wood the enemy penetrated our first-line trench, but 
from this ]xisition he was in jmrt driven out by a 
counter attack. In the Woevre district there has 
lieen an artillery duel in the sector of Moulainville, 
South of Ban-de-Sapt. a German reconuoissanee, 
which was endeavoring to approach the trenches in 
the direction of Hermanpere, northeast of St. Die, 
was repulsed with hand grenades. During the night 
of April 17 aeroplanes of the enemy threw down 
seven bombs, one of them being an incendiary 
missile, on Belfort. It has been reported that two 
jiersous were killed and six wouuded. The material 
damage was not important. 

From l'etrograd yesterday a cablegram says: 
Having occupied the strongly fortified Turkish po- 
sition ou the left hank of the Kara Dere on the 
Turkisli Black Sea coast, the Russian forces have 
passed the lust of u series of natural obstacles ' 



along the coast, the defensive advantages of which 
had been made the most of by the Turks. Tlius 
they have entered the immediate area of the Trebi- 
zond fortifications. The Russians are separated 
from the city of Trebizond by only sixteen miles 
of roadway, no part of which is considered capable 
of sustained defense, although since the fall of 
Erzeram the Turks have undertaken everything 
possible to perfect the defensive power of the 
Trebizond fortifications and increased the garrison, 
which now is said to contain three complete di- 
visions. Therefore it is realized that the city will 
be taken only after the hardest kind of a struggle, 
which is likely to outelnss in stubbornness the one 
which resulted in the fall of Erzerum. 

A report on the work of the special committee of 
scientists appointed by the National Academy of 
Sciences at the request of President Wilson to in- 
vestigate the Panama canal slides was presented 
at yesterday’s session of the academy in Washing- 
ton by Charles R. van Hise, president of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin and chairman of the com- 
mittee. The committee’s findings, made to Presi- 
dent Wilson in a preliminary report, also prepared 
by Dr. van Hise, have already been made public. 
Y’esterday’s report reiterates the conclusion reached 
in the previous report that navigation through the 
canal is not likely again to be seriously interrupted 
by slides, and that realization of the great object 
for which the waterway was constructed is assured 
in the near future. 

Charles Hilles, chairman of the Republican na- 
tional committee; James B. Reynolds, secretary, 
and Col. William F. Stone, of Baltimore, sergeant- 
at-arms, met in New York yesterday to discuss 
final plans for the Republican national conven- 
tion. The question of how the delegates from West 
Virginia would be represented at the opening day 
of the convention, when the primaries at which they 
are elected are held on June 6, the day before the 
convention opens, was considered. West Virginia 
has sixteen delegates to the national convention. 
Chairman Hilles said that if two sets of candidates 
were put up for the places the national committee 
would probably arrange to have them all come to 
Chicago in time for the opening of the convention 
and seat those who were successful in the pri- 
maries. 

Britisli lines on the south bank of the Tigris 
in Mesopotamia have been forced back by the 
Turks for a distance of from 500 to 800 yards, 
says an official statement given out in Lon- 
don yesterday by the official press bureau. The 
text of the official statement says: Lieut. Gen. 

Sir Percy Lake, commander of the British forces 
in Mesopotamia, reports that on the night of April 
17-18 a series of heavy counter attacks were de- 
livered on the right (south) bank of the Tigris. 
Our lines were in places forced back some 500 to 
800 yards. 

Wolfe von Igel, secretary of Franz von Papen, 
former military attache to the German embassy, 
was arrested at New York yesterday in Capt. von 
I’apen’s former office at 60 Wall street, after a 
fist fight with four agents of the department of 
justice. Von Igel was indicted yesterday with 
Von Papen, charged with conspiracy to blow up 
the Welland canal. His name had been withheld 
by tlie federal authorities until liis arrest. 

The United States transport Merritt, on its way 
from the Philippines for San Francisco, dragged 
its anchor in a gale off Tientsin, Uhiua, yester- 
day and struck a derelict. The transport’s hull 
was damaged. Temixirary repairs are being made 
at Tientsin. The Merritt will then proceed to 
Nagasaki, where it will be docked for perma- 
nent repairs. 

A Reuter dispatch from Copenhagen to London 
says: A dispatch to the Kieler Zeitung from Wil- 

helmshaven says there was a great explosion last 
Friday in the new torpedo works there, a number 
of persons being killed and others wounded. The 
works were recently finished and were inspected 
by Emperor William on February 25. 

The United States Steel corporation yesterday 
announced another advance in the wages of its 
employes amounting to ten per cent, effective 
May 1. This follows a ten per cent advance made 
in February. Both together represent a total in- 
crease in wage payments between $20,000,000 and 
$30,000,000 a year. 

Since the outbreak of the war 3,117 non-com- 
batants have lost their lives in maritime disasters 
due to mines or to submarines of hostile nations, 
Walter Runciman, president of the board of trade, 
said in the house of commons at London yesterday. 
Of these 1,754 were seamen, 188 fishermen and 
1,175 passengers.

ENGLAND’S NEW DERBY AND 0AXS. 

Any doubts which may have existed with ' regard 
to the probable patronage of the substituted clas- 
sic events, to be known, as last year, under the 
title of New Derby and New Oaks, have been 
completely dispelled. The entries were published 
in yesterday’s “Calendar,” and as there are thirty- 
six nominations for the Derby and twenty-five 
for the Oaks, one can only describe the response 
of owners as an excellent one. Last year there 
were eighteen entries for the Derby and only a 
dozen for the fillies’ race, figures which are now 
doubled. There were good reasons, of course, for 
the shortage of entries in each instance last year, 
but taking everything into consideration the sub- 
scription lists issued yesterday can only be re- 
garded as highly satisfactory. 

Few of the leading juveniles of last year are 
missing from the two lists, and, as anticipated. 
Mr. Hulton’s flying filly Fifinella is entered for 
the Derby as well as for the Oaks. Other good 
representatives of the gentler sex to which the 
same statement applies are Lord Derby’s Canyon 
and Lord Durham’s Melissa (Melusine filly), while 
Mr. Sol Joel lias nominated for both races the 
“dark” Pomerania, sister to Pommera. There 
is thus every likelihood of stronger opposition 
to the Derby colts than usual arising from the 
ranks of tliree-year-olds of the opposite sex. Since 
1900 the Epsom Derby has been twice won by 
fillies, viz., Siguorinetta and Tagalie, and it would 
create no surprise were either Fifinella, Canyon 
or Melissa to emulate the example of the pair 
named in the principal classic contest this year. 

Everyone will be gratified to observe that his 
majesty is represented in both Derby and Oaks 
entries, by the colts Spey Pearl and Sir Dighton 
in the former, and White Pearl in the latter. 
Spey Pearl is a son of Spearmint and Pearl of the 
Loch: Sir Dighton is by Bayardo out of Princess 
de Galles, while White Pearl is a daughter of 
White Eagle and Perla. so that all three are beauti- 
fully bred. Unfortunately, however, there is noth- 
ing suggestive of ability up to ordinary classic 
standards about the two-year-old ix-rforniances of 
any of the trio named. Would that a different 
story could be told of any one of them, as it is 
beyond question that nothing could afford greater 
delight to racing people than a victory for the 
royal colors under present circumstances. We 
liojied fondly, but in vain, for such a triumph last 
year, when Friar Marcus turned out to be merely 
a sprinter, and totally incapable of lasting out 
even the Two Thousand Guineas distance. A cer- 
tain amount of promise was held out by Sir Digh- 
ton last year, and if the fact of the colt being 
entered for the Derby may be accepted as proof of 
his having satisfied Richard Marsh of his ability to 
stay reasonably well, everyone will lx? delighted by 
the prospect of his making a bold bid for victory 
on the 3(lth of May. 

Amongst the Derby entries which were regarded 
as “certainties” for the honor thus bestowed on 
them are Pliularis. Kwang-Su, Clurissimus. Condo t- 
tiere, Ferox. Atlieling, King’s Joker, Sirian, Fil 
d’Ecossc, Figaro. Argos, Limoiid. Nassovian and 
Flaming Fire. Perhaps one ought to include All 
Bey also, although there was an idea, not entirely 
without foundation, that the Duke of Westminster’s 
colt is lucking in stamina. It is also pleasing to 
note that Mr. (Somerville Tattersall has felt justi- 
fied in taking a nomination for his colt by Cicero 
out of the peerless Sceptre, which everyone would 
be glad to see develop form vCorthy of his illustri- 
ous parentage. The colt has only run once, in the 
Rous Memorial Stakes at the First October meet- 
ing. when, however, he was obviously backward and 
finished last of five to Corisol. 

Apart from Fifinella, Canyon. Melissa, Pomer- 
ania anil White Pearl, already mentioned in con- 
nection with the Oaks entry, there are several 
gixxl fillies engaged, including laird D’Abenion’s 
Eos. Major Astor’s Popingaol. Lord Falmouth’s An- 
gelina, Mr. J. B. Joel’s Broken Doll, Mr. L. Neu- 



mann’s SalamandnV Sir John Thursby’s Money 
Moon, and tlie Duke of Westminster’s Melga. The 
American filly, Ptiss in Boots II., recently sent 
over by Mr. Koxhall Keene, is also entered, while 
the ex-jockey, W. Higgs, is to be commended for 
liis enterprise in taking up a nomination for his 
smart nursery winner, Wet Kiss, a daughter of 
Tredennis and Soligena. Fillies are subject to such 
extraordinary vicissitudes that one never knows 
what to expect of them from one season to another, 
and although, all going well with her, the New 
Oaks appears to be a gift for Fifinella, we must 
“wait and see.” — London Sporting Life of March 31.
